One day last week we drove 
to Milton and were surprised to 
find ‘the new bridge over the 
“Sixteen” on the Dundas High- 
way wos open to traffic. A 
four-lane bridge, of course. No 
more holding your breath when 
meeting a heavy transport won- 
dering if there is really room 
for two to pass, as we did sv 
citen on the old two-lane bridge. 
And yet we remember that same 
bridge being opened in 1922, 
and at that time it was con- 
sidered one of the most modern 
bridges in Ontario, It was, com- 
pared with the bridge that it 
replaced. The original bridge 
was iron, very inadequately 
spanning the ravine. It was built 
in stagecoach days and was the 
only means whereby the stage- 
coach ‘could cross the ravine, 
known at that time as “Proud- 
foot Hollow” — the site of a 
once thriving village, including 
a sawmill, grist mill, tannery, 
houses and a large hotel to ac- 
commodate the travelling pub- 
lic. The Post House was situated 
at Postville on the east bank of 
the ravine. Two years ago it was 
demolished to make way for a 
gas station. The first railway 
spelt ruin to Proudfoot Hollow. 
Business dwindled, houses were 
vacated, hotel rooms stood emp- 
ty. The “Hollow” finally be- 
came. a ghost village. Now only 
lilac bushes, remnants of an old 
garden, mark the site of a once 
thriving community. I have 
heard that part of the old iron 
bridge remains in the ravine. It 
could be, as at the time, the 
bridge was replaced, it was still 
as good as ever but quite inade- 
quate to carry the traffic of the 
"Oth century — with the auto- 
mobile just coming into its own. 
The sturdy old iron bridge was 
mute testimony to its engineer, 
Dr. Anson Buck, a pioneer medi- 
cal doctor, practising in the 
nearby village of Palermo, out- 
standing in municipal politics, 
just as he was in medicine and 
surgery. He specialized in the 
correction of club feet. 


In 1839 Joseph A. Adams, a 
wood engraver working for 
Harper 4 Brothers, New York, 
conceived the idea of making an 
electrotype from a wood cut.

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Old Churches Come 
To Life Again 


Off the main route on a remote 
rural road in Maine stands a 
little Disciples of Christ Church 
whose doors recently were open- 
ed for the first time in almost 50 
years. 

In this day of superhighways 
and expafisive church building, 
it is difficult for an average sub- 
urbanite to conceive of an edi- 
fice so inconspicuous that even 
the new minister had difticulty 
locating it for the first time. 

The way in which the Rev. 
Herbert L. Reid, a young dedi- 
eated clergyman, happened to 
land in this rugged north country 
at a time when no parish even 
existed is a tale in itself. 

It was Bert Hammond, a for- 
mer Worcester, Mass., business- 
man transplanted to Belfast, 
Maine, who sought out the Rev. 
Mr. Reid, a former United States 
Navy Chaplain, at a turning point 
in his ministerial career. 

The clergyman was without a 
parish when Mr. Hammond sug- 
gested that perhaps he was the 
one to reopen one of two Dis- 
ciples churches in Maine. (The 


other is located at Laibec, the ” 


most easterly point in the United 
States.) 

The challenge literally was the 
Rev, Mr. Reid's answer to prayer. 
With a loaned automobile and a 
small gift of money, the minister 
set out. When he reached what 
he thought was the eommunity, 
he could find no one who ever 
had heard of the church. On a 
second trip, with the encourage- 
ment of his benefactor. he was 
more successful. 


Overnight he interested a 
young couple in “reactivating” 
South Princeton’s Church of 
Christ, as the Disciples of Christ 
brotherhood now is. called. The 
church never had lost its charter 
granted in 1893 even though the 
last entry in its church book was 
dated 1903. + ‘ 

In the 10 months’ time that 
followed there was a total of five 
bona fide members placed on the 
church rolls, Sunday attendance 
averages about 40 individuals. 

Virtually the entire community 
representing various faiths has 
turned out on various occasions 
to remodel the church and bring 
it up to its present $4,000 replace- 
ment value. , 

Such a figure sounds like a 
mere pittance in comparison to 


‘coastal Route I from Machias to 
t 


the sums being spent on contem- 
porary church building through- 
out the country. But the rural 
church picture is like that. Small, 
struggling congregations do not 
lend themselves to large budgets. 
Even acquisition of a furnace or 
church pews can be a _ long- 
dreamed-about luxury. 


Sometimes such a handful of 
parishioners has not been able 
to hang on with the leadership 
available. Throughout the United 
States the countryside is dotted 
with small rural churches which, 
for one reason or another, have 
been obliged to close. 


Where there is a demonstrated 
interest, however, the reopening 
of one of these churches would 
not be out of step with the gen- 
eral Protestant trend today. 

A Down-Maine spokesman, 
schooled in this -rural church 
proving grounds for student pas- 
tors and new ministers, said re- 
cently. 


“in the past, the Protestant 
church nationally has said the 
struggling rural church should 
close. Now the trend is to say 
that new techniques should be 
used to keep the congregation 
alive and to strengthen the 
neighborhood church. 

“Often when an edifice closes, 
a fundamentalist group — one 
with strong emotional appeal — 
comes in. Such groups always are 
on the lookout for little aban- 
doned churches. 

“Now the stress, however, is on 
the strengthening of lay leader- 
ship and the sharing of profes- 
sional ministerial leadership so 
that churches will not have to 


; close.” 


While the Rev. Royce Coan of 
Machias, Maine, only. recently 
has been a student at the Bangor 
Theological Seminary, he speaks 
out of maturity. Most Bangor stu- 
dents are more advanced in years 
before they decide to go into the 
ministry, writes Betty D. Mayo in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

In addition to having been en- 
rolled in the Bangor plan, he also 
has been involved deeply in the 
Methodist Church's West Wash- 
ineton Group Ministry. 

The latter program is a type of 
sharing of ministerial leadership 
especially set up to meet the 
needs of the sparsely settled area 
in Washington County along 


Milbridge. 
Religious leaders in Maine, es- 
pecially, are mindful of tne need 


of lending help and guidance to - 


the small rural church which has 
dwindled in membership and 
cannot afford the services of a 
full-time minister. 

With the trend toward regional 
high schools and large eommun- 
ity shopping centers, where mass- 
es gather, it might seem strange 
that there are not more evidences 
of rural areas worshiping to- 
gether instead of trying to go it 
alone.

Carpenter Ants! 


The carpenter ant, unlike his 
colleague, the termite, does not 
eat wood, He excavates and ex- 
pels his boring as sawdust. And 
unlike the termite, he can work 
in daylight and is big enough 
to be s¢en readily. ~ 


Entomologists at S. C. John- 
son & Son, wax experts, des- 
cribe the carpenter ant as big, 
black, or reddish-black in colour, 


about a half-inch long, and tend- 
ing to set up house in fringe 
areas of house and. garage, porch 
and root, window sills, and in 
rotting timber. 


Even trees are targets of these 
energetic borers, and they are 
seen also in attics, under floors, 
or in any place where they can 
set up colonies for reproduction. 


Carpenter ants, however, are 
far less of a menace than ter- 
mites for the reasons that they 
can be easily spotted. Sawdust 
piles are a sure giveaway. Slit- 
like holes in woodwork are 
other signs. And the workers 
make no effort to disguise their 
presence, racing around the 
house both indoors and outdoors 
as though they owned the place. 


Recommended for fighting 
carpenter ants is chlordane, an 
ant spray used effectively to 
control the pests. Covering the 
surfaces where ants might crawt 
or where a colony might be lo- 


cated with this spray is usually 


all that is needed.

Contact Lenses 
—For And Against 


Pretty girls out on a date wear 
them, for appearance’s sake, 
Athletes wear them, of neces- 
sity. And millions of men and 
women wéar them for occupa- 
tional reasons. In fact, an esti- 
mated 6 million Americans now 
view the world through contact 
lenses, and their number is 
growing by an estimated 500,~ 
000 per year. The contact-lens 
industry has grown to a $200 
million enterprise, and the len- 
ses themselves have been re- 
fined to the point where they 
are all but invisible — tiny disks 
of unbreakable plastic which 
float on the surface of the eye 
like a lily pad on a pond. But, 
in the face of this progress and 
growing public acceptance, eye 
specialsts have recently raised 
some serious questions. 

Some of the nation’s top 
ophthalmologists have warned 
that indiscriminate use of con- 
tact lenses may injure the eye. 
And they have charged that 
some contact-lens advertisements 
sound as if anyone can wear the 
lenses safely for an indefinite 
period of time. Moreover, at the 
American Medical Association 
convention last June, the dele- 
gates challenged the qualifica- 
tions of optometrists, who are 
not M.D.’s to fit patients with 
the lenses, and put through a 
resolution declaring that the 


work “is a proper medical func- | 


tion of physicians.” 

The optometrists last month 

were fighting back. Richard C. 

er, president of the Ameri- 
ean Optometric Association, told 
NEWSWEEK the group is plan- 
ning a counterresolution which 
will claim tha tas optometrists 
“pioneered in ‘the development 
of an application of contact 
lenses,” it is their job to keep 
on with the good work. 

Regardless of who fits them, 
ophthalmologists or optometrists, 
just what are the hazards of 
Opin- 
ions vary among the authorities. 
In the current U.S. Armed Forces 
Medical Journal, an Army oph- 
thalmologist reports: “There is a 
potential danger of eye .infection 
or injury.” According to Capt. 
Richard K. Lansche, every con- 
tact-lens wearer suffers “sting- 
ing, burning, tearing, or foreign- 
body sensations” at first, and this 
often continues for several weeks. 
About 15 per cent of the patients 
never succeed in adjusting to 
the lenses. If the symptoms are 
ignored, he warns, the cornea’s 
lining could break, leaving the 
eye seriously vulnerable.to in- 
fection. It. could, he said, “be 
destroyed in 24 to 48 hours.” 
Wearing the lenses too long, or 
inserting them -roughly, Dr. 
Lansche says, can also damage 
the cornea. 

“T can’t see a patient being so 
careless,” retorted optometrist 
Schiller when asked about Dr.

In other words, to be smart 
and stylish, or at least to achieve 
that effect, is not necessarily ex- 
pensive. The beauty business 
eaters to all classes. 


Some of the big drugstore 
chains have beauty consultants 
these days at the cosmetics coun- 
ter. Supermarkets carry cos- 
metics, And if the working girl 
wants to learn about proper 
make-up and good taste in dress, 
all she has to do is go to the 
nearest YWCA where courses 
are usually available at reason- 
able fees. 

With the increasing popularity 
of the model as an ideal to pat- 
tern, charm schools have boom- 
ed, There young women learn 
how to dress, how to walk, how 
to behave at social functions. 
You may credit Dale Carnegie 
as having organized the original 
“charm” school, but he has a lot 
ef competition today! 

As for -beauty. salons, the 
country is salted and peppered 
with them. No shopping center 
worthy of the name would think 
of going into business without 
its beauty shop. 

In Paris I was told, when hesi- 
tating to patronize a smal) beau- 
ty salon near my hotel: “In Paris 
you can't go wrong on a beauty 
shop any more than you can go 
wrong on a restaurant.” They 
were so right. 

Beauty shops do a 


billion 
dollar-plus business a year in the 


United States. They have been 
apringing up like daisies all over 
the country until today there are 
estimated to be more than 110,- 
000 from coast to coast. 

There are few women, of any 
age in these times, who don't 
have their hair “done.” Most of 
them wear it short — a vogue 
started by dancer Irene Castle 
wome 45 years ago. 

Along with increasing atten- 
fion to hair-styling has come an 
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shoe, right, make a pair in Rome 


where Albanese has designed the fowl items. The shoes feature gold leather beaks ond red 


leather combs. 
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increasing attention to make-up. 
Most women would no more 
think of venturing out without 
cosmetics than they would of 
starting the day without comb- 


ing their hair. 


There was a time when practi- 
cally the only women who used 
make-up were actresses. Today 
any woman who doesn’t use cos- 
metics is conspicuous. Not only 
that, but women have learned 
how to use them tastefully, 
writes Josephine Ripley in the 
Christian Science Monitor.

The article goes on to point 
out that this contrast is paralleled 
among American women in gen- 
eral, “It is within this period (of 
40 years) that the cult of beauty 
has overtaken virtually the en- 


tire female population of the> 


United States.” 


In fact, it is said that franchise 
and the lipstick came to Ameri- 
can women at about the same 
time — both symbolizing the 
freeing of women from tradi- 
tional restraints.

Amendments to Canada’s fruit, 
vegetables and honey regulations 
have just been put into effect, the 
most significant of which deal 
with potatoes. 
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They call for greater uniform- 
ity in sizes of potatoes, especially 
for those sold in consumer-size 
packages weighing less than 25 
pounds. Size limits are specified 
for both round and long varietes. 

* * e 


Seriously misshapen potatoes 
are to be excluded from Canada 
No. 2 grade. However, a slight- 
ly larger proportion of below- 


minimum-size potatoes in both 


No, 1 and No. 2 grades and pro- 
portionately more potatoes with 
hollow heart in Canada No. 1 
Large grade will be permitted. 
The provision dealing with 
various types of damage in po- 
tatoes, such as maturity, clean- 
liness and sprouting, have been 
re-defined to bring potato grade 
standards more in line with pres- 
ent-day market demands. 


The sale of new potatoes which 
have special size requirements 
and no maturity requirements 
has been extended from August 
31 each year to September 15.

Of the importance for export 
sales to points other than the 
United States is the provision 
that a heavier weight of bag- 
ging must be used so that it will 
not tear during shipment. ‘

Some revision in grade stand- 
ards have been made for cher- 
ties, peaches and pears. They 
relate to cleanliness and permiss- 
ible damage at time of sale. They 
also lower the box count for 
peaches to prevent inclusion of 
under-size fruit in graded con- 
tainers. Cherries meeting the re- 
quirements of Canada No, 2 
grade may now be marked Can- 
ada Domestic when packed in 
any of the standard containers.

Other changes included re- 
wording some sections because 
of a recent re-organization of 
the agriculture department and 
several additions to the sched- 
ule that sets out the dimensions 
and capacities for standard pack- 
ages for fruits and vegetables. 


The regulations come under 
the Fruit, Vegetables and Honey 
Act, which is administered by 
the Fruit and Vegetable Divi- 
sion of the Canada Department 
of Agriculture.

A devastating disease of poul- 
try known as Chronic Respira- 
tory Diséase (CRD), is consider- 
ed the most important respira- 
tory disease of chickens and tur- 
keys in Canada. 

CRD is believed to be caused 
by the pleuropneumonia-like or- 
ganism (PPLO), and according 
to Dr. S. E. Magwood and Dr. 
G. L. Bannister of the Health of 
Animals Division, Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture, the 
clinical disease is commonly ag- 
gravated by secondary bacterial 
invaders,

A’CRD control program should 
aim at the establishment of 
PPLO-free flocks, as the rearing 
of PPLO-free chicks is depend- 
ent on the parent flock being free 


of the bacteria. The organism is 
transmitted through the egg to 
the chick.

If flocks are known to be. in- 
fected, the transmission cycle 


can sometimes be broken by 
antibiotic injection, although this 
method has not been uniformly 
successful. The use of PPLO-free 


flocks is the most reliable method 
of securing disease-free chicks 
but it is a very exacting proced- 
ure,

When laboratory diagnosis 
has confirmed the presence of 
PPLO as the principal agent in 
an outbreak of respiratory dis-

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ease, the course of action to fol- 
low should depend on the poten- 
tial value of the flock. 


Improvement in environment 
is always essential. Also, atten- 
tion should be given to ventila- 
tion, possible crowding, sanita- 
tion and nutrition. 


. With broiler and production 
flocks, oral medication with anti- 
biotics may be helpful only by 
improving the appetite. Anti- 
biotic medication of flocks of 
average value may often be un- 
economical, but good nursing 
will minimuize the fianancial 
loss. 


Valuable breeding flocks may 
be given more prolonged anti- 
biotic medication and antibiotic 
injection might be considered. 


Obvious symptoms of the dis- 
ease are: nasal discharge, con- 
junctivitis, respiratory rales, 
“snicking” sounds and coughing, 
followed by loss of appetite, loss 
of weight, and in laying birds, 
lowered egg production.

London—Nessie, the Loch Ness 
monster, has reared her fascinat- 
ing head again while American 
tourists are flocking to Scotland. 

The monster with the six-foot 
neck and headlamp eyes has 
been turning up regularly ever 
since'she was first discovered 27 
years ago. Usually her appear- 
ances coincide with what is 
known here as the “silly season,” 
when newspapers are short of 
copy and the Scots are short of 
American dollars.

Any Volunteers 
For Skeeter Bites? 


Four young Australian medl- 
cal research workérs. recently 
exposed themselves voluntarily 
for three weeks to dangerous 
mosquito bites.

Eleven thousand flies sus~ 
pected of carrying a deadly dis- 
ease, encephalitis, were thus 
collected. 


Packed in dry ice they were 
flown to Brisbane, where they 
will be used for research work. 
Experts hope to isolate from 
their bodies the encephalitis 
virus which, from time to time, 
ravages riverside settlements in 
Queensland. 


It is thought that the virus is 
brought from Asia by migratory

Many surveys have concluded 
that the current teacher short- 
age is due to a lack of effective 
utilization of teaching talent 
within the high schools them- 
selves where teachers reported- 
ly spend one-third of their time 
performing clerical tasks or su- 
pervising student activities. 


Future high schools, the Cali- 
fornia assemblage was told, must 
te set up along the general lines 
cf a large university with em- 
phasis on teaching specialists 
and a reduction of the time a 
student spends in class to allow 
for more individual research 
and directed study. 


It has been suggested that stu- 
dents should spend forty per 


. cent of their time in large classes 


taught. by an éxperienced pro- 
fessional and the remainder of 
the day in small discussion 
groups led by ‘general teachers’ 
and in individual study super- 
vised by ‘instructional assist- 
ants.’ 


This combination would take 
the burden of unnecessary work 
from trairied teachers and there- 
by. eliminate a duplication of 
effort and waste of teaching tal- 
ent that is a basic element. in 
the teacher shortage. 


Too much togetherness in 
schools was also cited as a dis- 
tinct liability in the teacher- 
learning process. 

All of which brings us home 
from San Francisco. 

The plan outlined at USF was 
originated from findings result- 
ing from the Ford Foundation 
experiment now being conducted 
in Jefferson County R-1 schools, 
now in its third year. 

The entire experiment has 
received wide acclamation from 
leading educators and school ad- 
ministrators from around the 
country. 

Things are being done. Our 
own neighbourhood is partaking 
of a program promising bounty 
for all. And even in the early 
stages our program is becoming 
a model of endeavour.—Outlook 
(Golden, Colorado).

Built Of Ice ? 


The possibility of using ice for 
large-scale building, projécts is 
being investigated by the Massu- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
whose chief researcher, Dr, W. 
David Kingery, foresees a great 
future for ice-built dwellings. 

What is now the most plenti- 
ful ‘and so far least useful sub- 
stance on earth may soon be 
valued very differently, he says. 
To him, ice is a metal, one which 
melts at about 32 degrees Fah- 
renheit. 

As a metal, in its natural state, 
it breaks under a pressure of 
merely 300 Ibs, per square inch. 


have found methods of remedy- 
ing that weakness. 

Their experiments prove that 
ice can be turned into a metal 
alloy by adding quantities of 
glass-type fibres. This binds the 
ice, and ice metal, so made, 
reaches a_ tensile strength of 
3,000. Ibs. a square inch. That 
give a durable alloy, a piece of 
which, merely a quarter-inch 
thick, can support the weight of 
a 200 pound man.

Mystery Of The 
Lost Settlers 


Hammond, a dealer in all

It was a stone, worn with age 
and. encrusted with moss. Just 
decipherable was an inscription 
that seemed to solve a mystery 
which had puzzled men for near- 
ly three and a half centuries. 
The lettering was in Elizabeth- 
an English, and it gave the names 
of Ananias and Virginia Dare, 
who went “Unto Heaven” in 
1591. It also revealed how the 
Dare family and other English 
colonists had suffered hardships 
and sickness, and how many had 
died — by the tomahawks of 
savage Indians. 
Not an unusual tragedy in 
those days, of course. Many col- 
onists met their deaths violently 
in a strange and hostile land. 
Why, then, was Hammond’s find 
-~ if genuine — so highly im- 
portant? 
Because it threw light on the 
fate of a party of English set- 
lers who, after being put ashore, 
were never seen again. Several 
attempts were made to trace 
them but not one clue was found. 
They. had disappeared in the 
brooding forests and _ lonely 
plains. 
Those English colonists, eighty- 
nine men, seventeen women and 
qleven children, were put ashore 
on Roanoke tsland, off what is 
now North Carolina, in 1587 by 
Governor John White. There 
they were left to their own de- 
vices, and it was three years 
before White highant 

t was fot his fault, But his 
ship was needed to fight the 
Spanish Armada. Indeed, he had 
a personal reason for making 
sure that the settlers came to 
no harm, for among them was 
his married daughter, Eleanor 
Dare, and she-had given birth 
to a daughter while her father 


was still on the island. That — 


baby has a particular niche in 
North American history. She 
was the first English child to be 
born in the New World. Proudly 
her parents named her Virginia 
-- a compliment to Elizabeth the 
Virgin Queen. 

When Governor White arrived 
at Roanoke in 1590 the colonists 
had gone. He knew their inten- 
tion was to transfer to the main- 
land in due course, so he sailed 
in that direction. 

But violent storms thwarted 
him. Blown off his.course, White 


. never set foot on the mainland. 


And it was not for another 
twelve years or more that any- 
body became interested in the 
Dare party. 

Then it was too late, Stories 
were told of white folk who had 
penetrated farther south, of 
strangers from the sea who had 
been massacred by the toma- 
hawks of savage Indians. But 
that was all. 

Later — much later — further 

ueer tales emerged. In 1669 a 

rman explorer claimed to have 
seen a tribe of bearded Indians 
in North Carolina, and nearly « 
hundred and twenty years after 
that it was said that a large 
number of Indians bore the same 
names as those of the long-lost 
colonists, and that their native 
language was interspersed with 
Elizabethan words. No rea! con- 
tact with these people was ever 
made, 

And so the matter rested un- 
til Hammond's alleged discovery 
in 1937.

Exciting: enough, but it was 
only tHe beginning. Within a 
matter of days Eberhart brought 
three more stones. They were all 
dated 1591, and their inscriptions 
referred to the same colonists. 
But there was a snag- Eberhart 
said that he had found all four 
stones three hundred miles from 
where Hammond asserted he had 
made the original discovery. 


Professor Pearce was sus- 
picious. Yet all the stones were 
inscribed in Elizabethan English, 
and what would. Eberhart, an 
uneducated man, know about 
that? He couldn’t have faked 
them. < 

Later, Eberhart brought along 
forty-two similar stones, making 
forty-six in all. From the inscrip- 
tions on these it was possible to

It was all 
very exciting — especially as 
many more stones kept turning 
up. There seemed to be a glut 
of such relics. 


Professor Pearce decided to

archaeologists. In 1940 a number 
of these examined the stones. 
They believed them to be genu- 
ine — but wouldn't commit 
themselves without further stu, 
oy and more detailed examina- 
tion. 


Then Boyden Sparkes, a news- 

perman, arrived on the scene. 

e@ was sceptical about matters 
which lacked cast-iron proof and 
earried out a few investigations 
on his own. : 

Sparkes made several signifi- 
cant discoveries. He found that 
the men who found the stones 
were all friends, and that their 
characters were not exactly un- 
tarnished. One, in fact, was in 
jail, True, this didn’t disprove 
nor prove anything, but to 
Sparkes’ alert mind it was sus- 
picious. 

His doubts increased when he 
tracked down an old fellow of 
ninety who had lived all his 
days in the district where the 
stones were supposed to have 
been found. “Never saw any- 
thing like ‘em,” asserted the 
nonagenarian stoutly. “They just 
wasn’t there!” 

To cap it all Sparkes also 
found that Eberhart made a liv- 
ing by trading in Indian relics. 
To Sparkes, the evidence was 
now conclusive. The so-called 
Dare Stones were a- gigantic 
hoax. 

Further investigation conirm- 
his opinion. Those stones had 
been inscribed in the English 
used by the Elizabethans. But 
there were certain anomalies, 
They were in Roman script and 
although this had been intro- 
duced by then it was used only 
by scholars. Another point: 
spelling, as we know it, was 
unknown in those days. People 
wrote a word as they pleased. 
Yet in the inscriptions there 
was no variation in the spelling 
of the same words.

ls He A Man Or 
Just A Big Ape? 


Is the Yeti or Abominable 
Snowman, the hairy, man-like 
mystery creature whose foot- 
prints continue to puzzle Hima- 
layan climbers, a survival of a 
giant prehistoric ape species of 
Chinese origin? 

This question springs from a 
series of experiments, 
just made by ‘Mr. Wladimir 
Tschernezky, a technical assist- 
ant yat Queen Mary College, 
London. Very cleverly and ac- 
curately, he has constructed a 
plaster cast from photographs of 
the Yeti’s footprints. 


These pitcures were taken by 
Mr. Erie Shipton, when climb- 
ing Everest’s upper reaches in 
1955.o0n his famous reconnais- 


- gsance expedition. They contfirm- 


ed, too, pictures he’d taken ear- 
lier of Yeti tracks, when scaling 
the’ Guauri Sankar range of 
Everest in 1951. The cast, thus 
constructed, gives a foot meas- 
suring twelve inches long, 
seven-and-a-half inches across 
the sole, and six~-and-a - half 
inches across the heel, 


Mr. Tschernezky has compar- 
ed it with prints made by the 
Himalayan black bear and the 
langur, a  long-tailed — Asiatic 
monkey. Some § scientists say 
that the langur‘may be the 
“Abominable Snowman.” Its 
black, bare face, shaggy brown 
hair, and almost human cry of 
fear fit the “half man, half 
beast” description given by eve- 
witnesses to Eric Shipton. 

But Mr. Tschernezky  savs 
there is no real comparison. His 
Yeti foot has a conspicuously 
thick big toe, resembling that of 
present-day mountain gorillas. 
This toe has a distinctive grasp- 
ing axis, adapted for tree climb- 
ing, and the smaller three toes 
are webbed at their base. 


- Reporting his discoveries in 
the scientifie journal, “Nature,” 
Mr. Tschernezky suggests that a 
creature resembling the prehis- 
toric gigantopithecus (giant ape) 
still haunts the Himalayas. This 
creature, reconstructed from fos- 
sil finds, was a giant Chinese 
ape thought to have become ex- 
tinct about half a million years 
ago. 

Chinese traffickers in magic 
often sold the ape’s huge molars 
as dragon's teeth. Some Oriental 
chemists ground up these finds, 
and produced powders which 
they sold as cure-alls and pick- 
me-ups.

Where 
teachers seemed casual or in- 
different, and pupils did nothing 
to improve the school, property 
damage was usually heavy, 
writes Millicent Taylor in the 
Christian Science Monitor 


' The report itself analyzes find- 
ings based on 1,170 students 
questionaires, 367 teacher inter- 
views, and histories of 16 Syra- 
cuse junior and senior high 
schools, Although the study was 
focused on Syracuse schools, Dr. 
Goldman is convinced that 
“there is no reason to believe 
that these charcteristics would 
not be valid for other schools 
and communities.” 


The report made the following 
recommendations to educators 
concerned with cutting back 
school property damage: 

1. Locate schools in communi- 
ties where instability can be 
minimized; 2. Keep curriculum 
abreast of student needs; 3 Keep 
teachers attuned to the changing 
needs of students: 4 Select the 
principal carefully and allow him 
to exercise leadership; 5, Conduct 
a proper orientation program for 
teachers and students to the poli- 
cies and routines of the school; 
6. Establish easy two-way com- 
munication between all school 
personnel through student gov- 
ernment and faculty meetings; 7. 
Involve students and teachers in 
the schoo] through the leader- 
ship of the principal.

Cliburn, 26, his second concert 
tour of Russia was a’ yowling 
success. Not only did Cliburn 
come home cuddling a _ three- 
week-old black puppy — a gift 
from Russian admirers — but he 
had met the Soviet space pups, 
Belka and Strelka, and they had 
snuggled right up to him. It hap- 
pened recently in Moscow, where 
Cliburn and the dogs appeared 
on separate programs: in_ the 
same TV studio. Afterward, Van 
was asked if he would like to see 
Belko and Strelka. “My word, 
yes, of course.” he replied. and 
soon they were in his arms. 
“They were absolutely  ador- 
able,” he said.

Weyman saved what wes 
probably his finest exploit until 
1921, when he found Princess 
Fatima, Sultana of Afghanistan, 
languishing in a New York City 


“hotel, neglected by U.S. officials. 


He introduced himself as Under 
Secretary of State Sterling Wy-, 
man, took her on a bauble-buy- 
ing tour of Tiffany's (with her 
own money), and escorted her 
to Washington two days later. “ 


There, again wearing a naval 
lieutenant commander's shoulder 
boards along with an admiral’s 
cap, he was photographed with 


President Harding and the Sul- 


tana at the White House. Dur- 
ing the visit, Weyman pumped 
the President's hand and drew 
him aside to tell him a joke. No- 
body ever brought charges 
against him for the impersona- 
tion. But he got a prison term— 
one of his very few — for beat- 
ing a Brooklyn tailor out of the 
price of a uniform. 


When Pola Negri came to 
New York in 1926 for the fun- 
eral of her friend, Rudolph Val- 
entino, Weyman was well into 
his white-coat phase. He con- 
vinced the police that he was 
the actress’ physician,and, until 
Valentino's manager intervened, 
had actual charge of the actor's 
funeral arrangements. 


It he rarely went to jal, 
Weyman rarely profited from 
his fantasies. Between charades 
he usually retreated to his 
Brooklyn apartment and took 
obscure clerical jobs. During 
World War II, though, Weyman 
turned his medical pose to some 
account: He ran an academy that 
tutored reluctant patriots in th 
art of avoiding the draft (by 
faking deafness, stupidity, etc.) 


Weyman went to jail for that 
stunt. When he emerged in 1948, 
he sank again into Brooklyn qui- 
etude, emerging only for~small 
postures as a U.N. press repre- 
sentative, and borrower on a 
non-existent home. A month 
ago, he landed an honest job 
as night manager of a motel 
in Yonkers, just up the line 
from New York. And there last 
week, without gold braid or 
white coat, Weyman played his 
finest - scene. 

As police reconstructed it, a 


young man walked into the 
motel lobby, pulled a pistol, and

demanded the receipts. Weyman— 


resisted. He was shot three 
times, When others reached the 
lobby, the bandit was gone and 
so were, the receipts, all $200 of 
them. Stanley Clifford Weyman, 
fallen heroically to the floor — 
for once in the role of himself 
— was dreaming his last.

Then 
he was asked to recite four 
more nursery rhymes, and he 
did this patiently before he real- 
ized that he was being well and 
truly fooled! 

In Paterson, North Jersey, 4 
family had a coffin, which they 
hadn’t ordered, delivered to 


their house. The hoaxer didn’t’ 


stop at that. For weeks the un- 
fortunate victims of his malice 
were disturbed at almost every 
hour of the day and night. Taxis 
arrived, and so did vans, even 
barrels of beer. 

One .of the cruellest hoaxes 
was at Dowlais, near Merthyr 
Tydfil. The “joker” rang a big 
store in Dowlais, and told the 
manager that three men whose 
addresses he gave had been kill- 
ed in an explosion at a steel- 
works in Ebbw Vale, some eight 
miles away. “Can you let their 
wives know? I have been un- 
able to contact the local police,” 
explained the caller. 

The sad message was convey- 


ed to the three women. The re- . 


sults were heart-rending. Qne 
woman and both her young 
daughters fainted at the terrible 
news. Another wife, who had 
just returned from taking one 
of her children to hospital, also 
fninted. The third had recently 
been discharged from hospital. 
The shock was too much for her 
too. She. collapsed, and it “was 
some time before she. came 
round. All because of a particu- 
larly vile and malicious hoax, 


Unfortunately, the wicked 
person responsible for causing 
such grief and worry was. never 
traced 

Lastly, an innecent hoax, one 
which may have caused exas- 


peration, but no rea} harm, This 
was perpetrated at Brighton 14 
1804, It was announced that at 
a certain time in the evening 4 
man would walk across, the 
waves, Naturally, this gave rise 


to great excitement and specu- 
lation. 

The clifis and the sands were 
crowded with people eagerly 
waiting for the miracle to hap- 


pen, But, of course, it never did 


They stayed there for hour after 
hour, reluctant to miss such an 
amazing spectacle. Then at long 
last, realizing they had been 
duped, they repaired to the ta- 
werns to wash away their dis- 
appointment. 

But not only the hoaxer got 
a kick out of that bit of work. 

“For a moment it relieved the 
dullness of the place,” said a 
London newspaper. 


Too Much Fuss Over 
Little-Leaguers ? 


The Little League World Se- 
ries, drawing youngsters from 
all over the world to Williams- 
port each summer, fs a brilliant 
spectacle. Almost every boy who 
participates in the Series relishes 
the experience — living in a Ly- 
coming College dorm, playing 


. before noisy capacity crowds, 


signing autographs for starry- 
eyed fans. But all the fuss and 
furor over the sub-teen-agers — 
with the adult-imposed emphasis 
on victory and hero-worship — 
raise a pressing question: Does 
success spoil Little Leaguer's? 

“No,” say the men who run the 
international Little League pro- 
gram. “We teach the boys the 
value of sportsmanship, the im- 
portance of competition.” 

“Yes,” says Joey Jay, the Mil- 
waukee Brave pitcher, who was 
the first. Little Leaguer ever to 
become a big leaguer. “I’ve 
known a lot of kids who were 
treated like little heroes. After- 
ward, they expected everything 
to be handed them on a silver 
platter — and it wasn’t. They 
couldn’t adjust.” 

Beyond any doubt, the boys in 
Williamsport last month were 
treated as little heroes, especial- 
ly the Levittown, Pa., players, 
who beat Fort Worth, 5-0, in the 
final (as Joe Mormello pitched a 
no-hitter and struck out sixteen 


Texas batters). “This is a 
dream,” said infielder Julian 
Kalkstein. 


“1 wonder when I’m gonna 
wake up,” said catcher Brian 
Penington.’ 

“Tf it’s like this all my life,” 
insisted Rollie Clark, a 4-foot 6, 
80-pound second baseman, “I 
never want to wake-up.”

“Salt Of The Earth” 


_ Now we are in the season of 
and long hot 
nights. “Over a hundert yester- 
day,” the farmers tell each other. 
Not complaining but with deep 
satisfaction, for this is ideal 
eorn-growing weather. 

This is the time of year when 
early rising is a joy. The world 
is fresh: the air is sweet with 
the smell of dew on growing 
things; and coolness is laid like 
‘a. balm over the fields which 
will be roasting hot by noon. 

Early as we may be, the 
ZYauge's breakfast-fire is already 
going, sending a thin, pale col- 
umn of smoke up into the dawn- 
tinted air. “Another fine day 
in prospect,” we say, for accord-. 
ing to Amos, that — reliable 
weather prophet, smoke always 
goes straight up on a clear day. 


Dew sparkles on the hayfield, 
empty now of bundles, the hill- 
side marked with spaces of 
lighter straw to indicate where 
they lay, and on the field of 


soybeans. To our eyes, nothing | 


is quite so beautiful on the farm 
as a good stand of “beans,” as 
they are casually referred to 
hereabout. Their bushy tops, vi- 
brantly green, march in straight 
rows and stand straight as ar- 
rows. Corn at this season seems 
more like a decoration than 
provender, but soybeans from the 
start look as if they knew their 
mission in life dnd meant to ful- 
fill it. 

In the vegetable gardens the 
hot still days ripen the. rosy 
globes of tomatoes and make the 
corn sugar-sweet. Field beans 
are ready for eating now, giving 
more substance, it seems, than 
the early bunch beans. In the 
Bouth, field beans are usually 
cooked three hours with chunks 
of bacon for seasoning, and have 
ears of sweet corn or the cut- 
off whole kernels laid over them 
for the last thirty minutes. Here,

Yet one wonders 
how very starved for music they 


must have been to find a crick- \ | 


et’s dry rasp pleasant. 

If they had only captured 
bobolinks, we say. Out across 
the meadow comes thé delirious- 
ly happy, sparkling song of this 
small bird.

uous by his broad-brimmed hat, 
square haircut, drab suit, and 
Brother Jonathan chin-patch. He 
lives plainly and prefers to bar- 
ter rather than pay cash. He re- 
fuses to own any vehicle or 
piece of machinery that ‘rides 
on rubber.’ His chief mode of 
travel is horse and buggy, 
thought he will ride buses or 
make use of cars ‘for hire.’” 
They are storehouses of informa- 
tion on Amish ways — yet so 
poorly informed about the peo- 
ple themselves. 


We find ourselves wishing they 


could all hear what the rural 


postman has to say about the 
Amish along his route. 


Along about eleven in the 
morning, the postman stops his 
car at the mailboxes in our vi- 
cinity. And what an important 
event in our lives that is! With 
one of the longest routes in the 


- state to serve, he drives 86 miles 


six days a week over ridges, 
down valleys, on gravel or 
packed-dirt roads much of the 
way. Yet he is always friendly, 
courteous, and cheerful when we 
meet him at the box to buy 
stamps or a money order.. And 
always he has some amusing tale 
to tell of happenings along his 
route. 

‘Just now helped Mrs. Korn- 
haus drive a bunch of pigs off 
the road. They’d escaped from 
the barn lot; the men . were 
away, and she couldn’t round 
them up by herself,” he may 
say, Or it is perhaps some other 
incident that has enlivened his 
day — and ours. 

Non-Amish himself, “the car- 
rier,” as he is called, is lavish 
in his praise of the Amish pat- 
rons he serves. 

With these folk, the favors 
all go one way,” he says. “Some 
other people leave notes asking 
for a hundred stamps, and add 
that I should put them on the 
hundred Christmas cards in the 
box. Or they telephone my home 
before I leave in the morning 
and ask me to shop the super- 
market for them — in spite of 
the fact that my wife and I have 
a small grocery store of our 
own. But not the Amish. They 
are more apt to leave a thermos 
of hot cocoa in the box in win- 
ter, or cold lemonade in sum- 
mer, with cake or hot bread 
wrapped in foil. One box has 
something good in it every Fri- 
day, baking day. That is the day 
my wife does not pack a lunch 
for me; we've come to count on 
it, and they never fail me.” 

It is impossible not be become 
involved with people whom you 
serve so0,intimately, and the job 
is a combination of many things, 
the postman says. “You get hard 
luck stories, and often hard 
words from customers who dis- 
like having third-class mail left 
fn their boxes, or unavoidable 
late deliveries, like the time 1! 
stopped the car to check on 
something and looked up to find 
I had settled into a hood-high 
snow drift. 

“This makes the kindness ex- 
tended by the Amish more ap- 
preciated than ever. You think 


everyone just takes the mail for. 


granted; then these good people 
make you fee] you are important 
to them. Take this family here 
(and he indicated the Zaugg 
farmhouse); they always sweep 
a path for my car so I don’t 
have to guess where the road is 
in a drift. The Bible speaks of 
the salt of the earth, and to my 
way of thinking, that is what 
these people are.” 

- How can one explain to tour- 
ists that straw-hatted, barefooted 
Amish boys are just &s much fun 
to play with as ther boys? Or 
that drab suits and old-fashioned 
dresses do not mean drab souls? 
We might borrow a few. phrases 
from the rural postman and say, 
also, that the Zauggs and others 
like them have shown us paths 
we might not otherwise have 
found. They are indeed the salt 
of the earth, and the salt has not 
lost its savor,

Uncle Ralph. Mine was a tall, 
eurly-haired man whose added 
years never dimmed his boyish 
zest and sense of fun His 
geniality and Kindness sprang 
not from theory but from a gen- 
uine and spontaneous affection 
for his fellow man, and every- 
one — relatives, streetcar con- 
ductors, store clerks—responded. 


Uncle Ralph, like many men 
of his generation, was thorough- 
ly at home in the kitchen. His 
wife was an excellent cook, but 
he could fend for himself when 
the need arose.

In later years I realized that 
Uncle Ralph had simply applied 
culinary knowledge: a bit of 
sugar adds immeasurably to the 
flavor of certain vegetables, not 
only tomatoes but peas, corn on 
the cob, turnip, and some others. 
It can be added to the cooking 
water, or used when you season 
the vegetables for the table. A 
little experimenting will tell you 
how much you like to use. Try 
starting with a teaspoon.

One of Unle Ralph’s best con- 
tributions to cooks is his method 
of making corn bread. Every 
housewife knows that there are 
times when a hot bread will 
make an otherwise ordinary 
meal seem rather special. But, 
if the making of the hot bread is 
a long process, it often does not 
get made, writes Gertrude P. 
Lancaster in The Christian 
Science Monitor. 

The special virtue of Uncle 
Ralph’s method, I, feel, is that 
there is no creaming process, 
and few. dishes are needed. The 
first thing to do is to put to- 
gether in a bowl a cup of sifted 
pastry flour, % cup of corn meal, 
% cup sugar, 3 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, and % teaspoon of 
salt. I find it very simple to sift 
flour onto a large piece of waxed 
paper; then when I have mea- 
sured what I need into a cup, 
the balance can just be. poured 
back into the flour container 
from the paper, and there is no 
messy residue to wash up from 
the shelf. 


To the flour mixture add a 
beaten egg. to which you’ have 
added a cup of milk. Stir in 
also 4 tablespoons of melted but- 
ter, pour into a greased pan and 
bake about 15-20 minutes at 400 
425° F 

1 use an 6-inch square pan 
This gives corn bread about 1’ 
inches high, and will serve about 
six people — depending on how 
hungry they are! If the mem 
bers of your family prefer thin- 
ner corn bread, use a. 9-inch 
square pan or its equivalent 

This corn bread is not dry o: 
crumbly, I always use yellow 
corn meal, and the bread is a 
golden yellow. If your sweet 
tooth is not active, you can us: 
comewhat less sugar, but . I'd 
recommend making it as de- 


scribed the first time. and sce J 
you don't agree that this makes 
a superb product.

' More Humane ? 


The chemical plopped into the 
eye of the plump, white rabbit. 
Within seconds, the animal‘s legs 
buckled. He fell on his side, 
seized by uncontrollable convul- 
sions. In two minutes, the rabbit 
was dead, a victim of nerve gas. 


Then Sparky, a friendly mongrel © 


with long black hair, stepped 
into the glass cage. A colorless 
gas was blown into the enclosure, 
Instantly, Sparky was paralyzed 
and numb, a victim of an “in- 
capacitating agent.” It should 
have taken him three or four 
hours to recover, but a doctor in- 
jected an antidote and in two 
minutes he was up and running 
around, 

These grim little scenes were 
put on last month as the U.S. 
Army offered newsmen their first 
look at the Dugway Proving 
Ground in Utah, where chemical 
and biological warfare agents 
(CW and BW for short) are test- 
ed. 
CW and BW, banned from 
warfare by the 1925 Geneva Con- 
vention, have been the subject 
of a moral bombardment for 
years. One reason the Army is 
bringing its hush-hush program 
into the open, said Army Re- 
search Director Richard Morse, is 
so that “we can. talk this over in 
an orderly, reasonable way.” 

As Col. Joseph Prentice ¢x- 
plained: “This may be a more 
humane type of\ warfare. I've 
seen men die by a flame thrower 
— it's horrible. With some of 
these agents you go relatively

Drives His Car : 
On Railway Tracks 


Canzdians do 85 per cent of 


‘heir travelling by automobile, 


these days. In consequence, rail- 


way passenger services are suf-— 


fering. 


But a few wily railroaders are — 


roaking the best of both means 
of transportation, A. R. Wilso 
the Canadian National Railway 
superintendent of the Belleville 
Division, in Southern Ontario, ia 
a typical example. 

He gets around his territory 
in “The Sputnik,” a hefty, eight- 
cylinder station wagon that 
operates on both tracks and 
highways. Many a motorist, 
stalled in a traffic jam, has en- 
vied Mr, Wilson’s ability to buzs 
along on uncrowded rails. 

He gave up his private rail- 
road business car three years 
ago. It could, to be sure, be 
coupled to any passing train and 
hauled to the next station where 
he had to transact railway busi- 
ness. But there- were too many 
unproductive waits between 
trains to suit him. 

So he got the station wagon 
and had his machinists put sets 


of flange wheels on it, fore and . 


aft. These flange wheels are on 
rigid hydraulic mounts. For rail 
operation they are jacked down 
in close proximity to the tires, 
and hold the. tires to the rail 
surfaces. Customary cruising 
speed on the tracks — subject 
to railways regulations of course 
— is 60 miles per hour. 

On the tracks, it’s a train. It 
can only be .operated as such 
by a person who has written 
a conductor’s examination. This 
posed no problem for Mr. Wil- 
son. He set up, many of the 
questions on this paper, having 
been a CNR inspector. 

But the Sputnick must have 
the same running lights, at 
night, as a locomotive. 

And it has a locomotive serial 
number painted on the trans- 
parent, illuminated dome on its 
roof. This leads to a bit of em-~ 
barrassment, now and then. Citi- 
zens shout “Taxi!” when they 
see the Sputnik rolling by. They 
become irate if Mr. Wilson ig- 
nores their hail. 

The machine spends about 40 
per cent of its working life on 
the rails. Before it begins a rail- 
yoad trip; though, Mr. Wilson 


yhas to check in with his des- 


patcher and obtain a train order. 
But he doesn’t make like the 
Super-Continental at crossings.

But the big story is what peo- 
ple who are specialists are doing 
to minimize this kind of tragic 
destruction of a marvelous nat- 
ural resource. The Fifth World 
Forestry Congress has just con- 
yened in Seattle bringing to- 
gether experts from around the 
world to whom fire preventio 
is one of many vital concerns. 
Recently two groups of men en 
route to Seattle stopped in Cali- 
fornia to confer with experts

boretum, indicate it is almost 
like asbestos. 


Fires in this area have provid- 
ed an opportunity for next 
spring. Foresters can spray 
selected ridge tops, now clear of 
growth, to keep new growth 
from coming. In this way they 
can make fuel breaks, stretches 
perhaps 400 feet wide, which 
can be kept sterile or on which 
can be allowed to grow what 
foresters call low-volume fuel— 
plants that. will not burn big 
Programs like .this, of course, 
cost money, but losses caused by 
the lack of prevention may cost 
vastly _more, writes Kimmis 
Hendrick in the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. 


Many techniques for fighting 
fires have been developed, the 
most dramatic being the use of 
airplanes. Mr. Jarvi stresses 
that planes are a tool, not an 
answer, They can’t be used at 
night and. they can’t be used 
when there is air turbulence: 
Recently the effective use of 
aircraft was illustrated near 
heie, though, when Angeles 
National Forest’s team of 13 
planes went in ahd *“clobbered 
the fire in San Antonio Can- 
yon,” as Mr. Jarvi puts it. They 
dropped borate and_bentonite- 
and doused the fire. 


When you talk about forests, 
in any part of the United States 
or any part of the world, you 
open the question of land use 
for the sake of people. Drive 
through one of the great national! 
forests of France, for instance, 
and you see how centuries of 
human experience with natural 
resources produce a thrifty at- 
titude toward timber that is al- 
most as impressive as the awe- 
some beauty of the tree-arched 
roadway. 


One -developing innovation in 
the poultry industry may tend 
to divorce it entirely from the 
farm, producing eggs in circular 
factories right next to cities, and 
eliminating entirely the long 
haul from the country.

Cyclo Manufacturing Company 
of Denver, manufacturers of pol-

This is smal] compared to 
some present egg-production 
plants, particularly in California, 
but Cyclo claims its revolution- 
ary design, when applied to units 
to house 100,000 hens or more, 
can: 

Increase egg production to 
about 80 per cent, or 800 eggs 
per thousand hens per day, as 
against a present national aver- 
age-of 55 per cent.

There are many “firsts” in 
one’s life when one is young and 
at the beginning of things; but 
there are certain “firsts” that re- 
main forever memorable.

If 
we're overweight, we're not to 
be afraid to talk about it.” 

TOPS, a non-profit organiza- 


tion which claims that its 25,000 - 


members last year collectively 
shed about 100 tons of fat, was 
born out of a stout Milwaukee 
housewife’s sudden decision to 
try the AA approach twelve 
years ago. Now president and 
executive director of TOPS, Mrs. 
Esther Manz recalled last week 
at Milwaukee national head- 
quarters that although AA was 
her original model, “I so6n 
found out that heavy drinking 
and heavy eating might have 
cofhmon or similar causes but 
few other similarities. For one 
thing, how can a fat person he 
‘anonymous?’ . What we 
really do is psychological group 
therapy.

Dr. Stun- 
kard has found three distinct 
eating patterns: People who raid 
the refrigerator all night, then 
mre repulsed by food in the 
morning; “orgiastic binge-eat- 
ers” who devour mountains of 
food during times of stress, then 
suffer acute depression accom- 
panied by severe self-condem- 
nation; and people who “eat 
without satiation” and are un- 
able to stop once they have 
started. 

“The current widespread use 
of reducing diets,” says Stun- 
kard, “has had unfortunate con- 
sequences; for a small number 
it has been disastrous.” Reason: 
Obese people who try but fail 
to lose weight often. suffer an 
acute emotional setback. 

Dr. Stunkard foresees possible 
reappraisal of medicine’s ap- 
proach to problems of over- 
weight. “The more we investi- 
gate this subject,” he says, “the 
more we are aware of the in- 
adequacy of both our informa- 
tion and theories.” — from 
NEWSWEEK.

“For The Birds!” 


_“A black skimmer and a willet 
have been reported from Monc- 
moy. 

“A common egret was seen in 
Hingham and another in Salis- 
bury. 

“Mockingbirds are nesting in 
East Bridgewater. 

“Shore birds are returning and 
short - billed dowitchers, least 
sandpipers, and  black-bellied 
plovers have been observed.” 

If you had called KEnmore 
6-4050 that’s what you might 
have heard. It’s the Boston num- 
ber of the Voice of Audubon. 

Daily and sometimes twice 
daily a new report is given to 


the bird watchers of Massachu- 
setts on the activity of the bird 
citizens and visitors of the Bay 
State. 


The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society is the only Audubon so- 
ciety in the United States offer- 
ing this service to its members 
and others. The service has been 
in existence since 1954 and has 
such popularity among bird 
watchers that calls are received 
from all over the country. 

Many people plan their vaca- 
tions according to the reports 
of the Voice of Audubon. A man 
in Florida was planning a trip 
to New England and wanted to 
know exactly where to go to ob- 
serve his favourite bird. He re- 
ceived his answer simply by 
calling KE, 6-4050 in Boston, 
Mass, 


The Voice’s source of informa- 


,tion is a yoluntary response on 


the part of bird enthusiasts. 
Birders are constantly calling 
in to the society with reports«<on 
the location of unusual birds and 
their activities. In the busiest 
months such as May the society 
has received close to 1,000 re- 
ports, writes Robert Y. Ellis, in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


When the service was first 
started so many calls were re- 
ceived that the recording ma- 
chine kept wearing out. An 
average of a call a minute was 
received. Now the average is 
closer to one call every four or 
five minutes. 

The recordings for the Voice 
of Audubon are made in a little 
office in the back of the Massa- 
chusetts Audubon Society’s store 
at 174A Newbury Street, Boston. 
Not only can you get reports on 
the activity of birds here but 
you can also receive the infor- 
mation and equipment you need 
to find out for yourself what's 
going on in birdland. 

You can purchase telescopes, 
binoculars} books, records of 
various birds singing, bird feed- 
ers, bird food, bird houses. You 
name it and if it’s for the birds 
you can get it.

Do You Remember 
The “Monkey” Trial? 


The car with the Louisiana 
tes came slowly into the tiny 

Tennessee town last month 
and slowly circled the court- 
house; then the car stopped, and 
‘the driver got out and told re- 


maka his name: John T. 


The town was Dayton; and 
Scopes (now 59, and an oil- 
company geologist living in 
Louisiana) was the man who put 
it on the map. Thirty-five years 
ago to the month, Dayton was 
the news centre of the nation 
There were gathered the top re- 
porters of the land (H.L. Men- 
eken and Adolph S. Ochs, to 
mame only two) and the very 
eream of the country’s legal 
talent including the men 
whose debate was to echo down 
the corridors. of history: Clar- 
ance Darrow and William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

This was the Scopes trial, and 
it was @ supreme trial of ironies. 
It was made up of totally unre- 
lated items and Scopes put him- 
self into the middle of it all simp- 
ly because he wanted to help a 
friend. 

These were the divergent ele- 
ments: 
At that moment in his long 
and erratic career, in 1925, Bryan 
wanted to forge the entire South 
into a “Fundamentalist” move- 
ment; he was feuding — through 
the newspapers — with the en- 
tire concept of modern science, 
ly the concept that 
man is descended from the ape. 
Simultaneously, Darrow was 
reaching the height of his fame 
as an exponent of using modern 
science to deal with crime. ,; — 
And in Dayton itself, a man 
named George Rappleyea had 
become outraged at a funeral 
oration delivered by a Funda- 
mentalist preacher. (An 8-year- 
old boy had been killed by a 
mine car; the preacher told the 
“mourners: “This here boy, ’cause 
his pappy and his mammy didn’t 
get him baptized, is now a-writh- 
fim’ in the flames of hell.”) 
Rappelyea was so bitter that 
he decided to attack all Funda- 
mentalism. Scopes, a friend of 
his, was 24 at the time and a 
eombined science teacher and 
athletic coach at the Dayton High 
School. Tennessee had a Funda- 
mentalist state law that pro- 
hibited the teaching of “any 
theory that denies the story of 
the divine creation of man as 
taught in the Bible”; the idea 
that man descended from a lower 
erder of animals was taboo. 


Rappelyea asked Scopes if he 
would mind being arrested for 
breaking the law, provided they 
eould dig up a couple of high- 
school kids who would give evi- 
dence against him. 

The rest became history. The 
tiny town of Dayton became — 
for its moment — the most wide- 
ly publicized town in the world 
(such divirgent cormentators 
as Will Rogers and George Ber- 
nard Shaw had their say about 
the trial); the cross-examination 
ef Bryan by Darrow became a 
classic in the exercise of logic. 

Finally, of course, Scopes was 
found guilty, and fined $100, and 
left town. 

Last month, when Scopes came 
back to Dayton to take part in 
premiere ceremonies for the 
movie “Inherit the Wind” — a 
dramatization of the trial — 
Dayton itself got back into the 
spirit of the old days. It was 


wore the Striped shirts and cel-

Now, Dayton held a parade in 
honor of Scopes, gave. him the 
keys to the city. 
And, of course, the law pro- 
hibiting the teaching of evolu- 
tion, is still on the statue books 
of Tennessee.

Eddystone Light 
An Expert's Job 


Winstanley’s drawing of the 
completed (1699) lighthouse is 
more than a guide to the build- 
ing. It is a revealing guide to 
the man who built it. He com- 
pleted the picture with these 
descriptive notes on the various 
parts of the building. 


At the bottom of the light- 
house on the right: 


“An engine crane that parts at 
joints to be taken off when not 
in use, the rest being fastened 
to the house to save it in time 
of storms, and it is to be made 
use of to help. landing on the 
rock, which without is very dif- 
ficult.” 


Above this crane: 

“A gallery to take in goods 
and provisions from the boat to 
the store room. 

Winstanley sketehed himself 
fishing from his gallery. The 
window to the left of its roof is: 
“The window of a very fine 
bedchamber with a caesinge and 
¢ room richly 
wifted bs painted and the out- 
side shutters very strongly bar- 
red.” ¢ 

The apartment immediately 
above the bedchamber and ex- 
tending as high as the gallery 
was: 

“The State Room, being 10 
square 19 foot wide, and 12 foot 
high, very well carved and 
painted, with a chimney and 2 
elosets, and 2 sash windows with 
strong shutters to bar and bolt.” 


Above the State Room: 

“The Airry or open Gallery 
where is conveniency to crane 
up goods and a great leaden cis- 


falls from upper roofs in pipes 
and to let the sea pass through 
“in times of, storms.” 


The umbrella - sheped 
above the Gallery: 

“The kitchen where is a large 
chimney, oven, dressers, and 
table, with a large closet and a 
large standing bed.” 


The small hezagonal 
above it: 

“A bedchamber with 2 cabbin 
beds and all conveniences for a 
dining room with large lockers 
to hold a great store of candles 
for lights.” 


Above this the lantern: 


“The lanthorn that holds the 
lights is 8 square, 11 foot diame- 
ter, 15*foot high in the upright 
wall: having 8 great glass win- 
dows and ground plates for 
squares, and conveniency to 
burn 60 candles at a time be- 
cides a great hanging lamp 
There is door to go into the gal- 
lery~that is all round, to cleanst 
the glass of the lanthorn, which

“Great wooden candlesticks 
for ornament; but the irons that 
bears them is very useful to stay 
a ladder to clear the glass.” 


There’ was a final masterly 
touch. Winstanley had not for- 
gotten his rough handling by the 
French privateer two years pre- 
yiously. The lighthouse must be 
equipped to resist invasion. Pro- 
jecting downwards. from the rail 
of the gallery on the right-hand 
side of the sketch is a chute. 
Winstanley described it as: 


“A moving engine trough to 
east down stones to defend the 
landing og in ease of need.”

The town of Dayton, Nev., one 
hour southeast of. Reno, is hot 
(110 on a bad day) and tiny 
(population: 200). But Dayton 
was recently the scene of the 
filming of “The Misfits,” and for 
a time the celebrities were 
‘thicker than the flies: Director 
Jdhn Huston, writer Arthur 
Miller, wife Marilyn Monroe, 
Montgomery Clift, Clark Gable, 
Thelma Ritter, Eli Wallach. The 
making of “The Misfits”. some- 


had. the feeling of a play © 


within a play — featuring Hus- 
ton, the soother of rumpled 
feelings; Gable famous- for his 
dislike of waiting, and Miss Mon- 
roe, famous for being late. 

Last week Miss Monroe, ex- 
hausted by both heat and work, 
was ordered into a Los Angeles 
hospital for a rest, and filming 
was abruptly suspended. The 
following is NEWSWEEK re- 
porter Richard Mathison’s ac- 
count of a typical day in Day- 
ton immediately before the sut- 
down: —

At 10 a.m. in Reno, John Hus- 
ton and Arthur Miller emerged 
from the lavish Mapes Hotel, 
climbed in to a chauffeur-driven 
tan Cadillac, and set off across 
‘the mountains for Dayton and 
another day's filming. Huston 
sighed happily. “Well, I ran into 
trouble last night,” he said. 
“Went downstairs and dropped 
a thousand... Then went back 
up to the top floor of the casino 
and got it back, and two thou- 
sand besides.” Two companions 
expressed admiration, but Miller, 
puffing on a worn pipe, merely 
gave Houston a silent sidelong 
glance. 


At the moment the Huston 
schedule runs about as follows: 
Supper after filming, a nap un- 
til 11 p.m., then a huge plate of 
cottage cheese and a trip down- 
stair to the crap tables until 4 
or 5 a.m., followed by another 
nap and then conferences with 
“Miller at 7. 

In Dayton, some 500 extras and 
sightseers were milling about ex- 
citedly as the car pulled in. Clark 
Gable and Montgomery Clift 
were seated in collapsible chairs, 
Gable wearing Western clothes 


and a dour. expression; Marilyn 


had not arrived. 

Aware of Miss Monroe's habits, 
Gable has stipulated a poder 
teed 9-to-5 working day: If shoot- 
ing goes past schedule, he will 
eollect a bonus of $48,000 a week, 
which leads up to Gable’s ace: 
Since the Millers are partly fin- 
ancing the movie, Marilyn's 
lateness costs herself money. 

Just before noon — about 30 
minutes late — Miss Monroe and 
her coach, Paula Strasberg, ar- 
rived, the latter wearing a long

Filming finally began with a 
scene in which the five stars 
enter town in an old car.

Now The Poor Pooch 
Can’t Even Scratch ! 


To the four basic dog free- 
doms — freedom to bark, bite, 
bait cats, and bury bones—an 
Oregon scientist proposed last 
month to add still a fifth: Free- 
dom from the old scratch. Dr. 
R. L. Goulding, an assistant pro- 
fessor at Oregon State College 
ir. Corvallis, believes that by 
feeding dogs certain chemicals 
he can make it positively fatal 
to a flea to bite a dog. 

It’s not that Dr. Goulding espe- 
cially fancies dogs. As an ento- 
mologist, he’s interested in in- 
sects and got his big flash last 
fall while experimenting with 
insecticides, He was working 


with Rueler and ronnel, synthe- 
tic chemi that are added to 
stock t-ed which, once in the 


blocdstream, kill pests that bite 
cattle. 

When it occurred to him that 
the same trick might work on 
dogs and fleas, Dr. Goulding bor- 
rowed dogs from his friends, but 
these pooches didn’t like the 
salty, bitter taste of the cheml- 
cals. Next he whistled up four 
puppies. “Puppies,” he explain- 
ed, “will eat anything.” 

On each he strapped a porous 
cohtainer of fleas and began 
feeding the chemicals to three 
of the dogs. Three days later, 
the three dogs were flea free, 
but the fourth was scratching 
furiously. “As far as we can 
tell,” Dr. Goulding said, “these 
synthetic chemicals are com- 
pletely harmless. There's just 
one hitch. As the dog gets older, 
he gets more discriminating, and 
he. doesn’t like the taste.” Now 
Dr. Goulding’s problem is to 
teach old dogs his new tricks.

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No More Measles ? 
~— Well, Maybe ! 


For the past two years, ever 
since famous Harvard virologist 
Dr. John Enders developed a 
measles vaccine, the nation’s 
pharmaceutical houses have been 
tacing to produce a marketable 
version. Using, Dr. Enders’ me- 
thod (weakening live measles 
virus by processing it through 
tissue cultures), Dr,. Fred Mc- 
Crumb and a team of University 
of Maryland researchers have 
produced a measles vaccine 
which will be made by the 
Philips Electronics and *Pharma- 
ceutical Industries Corp. The 
vaccine has successfully immun- 
ized 193 of 231 children inocu- 
lated. Only a few, Dr. McCrumnb 
said recently, developed any re- 
action, usually a mild fever. The 
weakened virus vaccine was ad- 
ministered to children by hypo- 
dermic, nose drops, or atomizer. 

While Dr. McCrumb is con- 
tinuing his testing, Philips is 
going ahead with its application 
to the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice for marketing privileges. 
“We're processing the data now,” 
True Davis, Philips vice presi- 
dent said. “It will be in to the 
Health Service within the next 
six months, After that it’s up 
fo them. I would guess that 
commercial gale is about a year 
away.” 


Will This Be The 
Last Of Jalna? 


To the parishioners of the 
corner lending library, one of 
the great unresolved questions 
of our time has to do with an 
imaginary tract of real estate

Can Jalna — stately home of the 
Whiteoak family in sixteen 
sibling novels by Mazo de la 
Roche — stay out of the grasp 
of the heartless housing develop- 
ers who would turn its spacious 
acres into a picture window pur- 
gatory? At last report (“Centen- 
ary at Jalna”) the place seemed 
safe, thanks to Finch, the most 
affluent of the Whiteoaks.

‘This month — as often before 
in the last 33 years — there is & 
ney installment in the Whiteoak 
saga, titled “Morning at Jalna”. 


Back-tracking to the 1860s, the . 


book sheds no light on Jalna’s 
present-day fate, but it does re- 
veal what the Whiteoaks were 
up to while the U.S. was fight- 


' ing the Civil War. Passionately 


pro-South (“... darkies like be- 
ing slaves”), the family was 
abetting a conspiracy to harass 
the Yankees from north of the 
border. Adeline, Jalna’s red-hair- 
ed mistress (one day to be the 
centenarian matriarch of the 
clan), was in her glory playing 
hostess to the plot. 


Full of the old hustle-bustle 
narrative energy that Jalna fans 
expect, the book gives no hint 
that-a truly grave danger to the 
Whiteoak clan exists in real life. 
At 75, Mazo de la Roche — the 
slender, aquiline lady whose 
serial saga has entrapped readers 
in fifteen languages — is bed- 
ridden with a complication of 
illnesses which has left her too 
weak to write. In the Toronto 
home where she lives with a 
cousin~companion, Miss de la

her old friend Edward Weeks, 


. editor of The Atlantic. Merely

Americans have bought the Jalna 
books, and the standard refer- 
ence work, “Twentieth Century

stitutions in twentieth century 
life: are more solid and perman- 
ent than the Whiteoak family.” 
Is the saga now at an end? 
Weeks declined to consider this, 
Mazo de la Roche, he said, can 
still manage a grin when you try 
to satisfy your own curiosity by 
drawing her out on some aspect 
of the life at: Jalna which has 
yet to be told.

But Nobody Will Admit It!

WASHINGTON — The defec- 
tion to Russia of National Secur- 
ity Agency mathematicians Ber- 
non F. Mitchell and William H.

NSA security men are deter- 
mined to find the answer to 
what went wrong. ‘They’ve spent 
eight weeks backtracking the 
moves, the friends, the associa- 
tions, the places Mitchell and 
Martin went for years back. 


But in the first eight weeks 
they didn’t find the ' answers. 
They found things they should 
have found before, things. they 
should have tracked down more 
thoroughly before it was too 
late. “But they didn’t get any- 


thing in the way of hard evi- . 


dence” says one Defense Depart- 
ment man. 

With the investigation incom- 
plete the vital security questions 
ean’t yet be answered. But there 
are some things that can be said. 
The security system is basically 
good. The methods are basically 


‘right. But there are loop-holes. 


How serious were those loop- 
holes in this case? 

These men were low ranking, 
junior mathematicians. NSA is 


divided so that for the most part’ 


no one man can know too much 
about what’s going on in other 
parts of the shop. Nevertheless, 
it’s possible for clever men in 
three years to pick up informa- 
tion about U.S. methods for dis- 
eovering Soviet secrets that any 
Red agent would give his right 
arm to get. 

Already it’s certain there are 
going to be changes in the gov- 
ernment’s internal security sys- 
tem as a result of the Mitchell- 
Martin affair. Here are some of 
the security improvement needs 
uncovered: 

More thoroughly trained in- 
vestigators. Some of the men do- 
ing investigations are competen- 
tly trained, with law degrees, 
specialized schooling and wide 
experience, But there are still 
too many without that back- 
ground. 

More minute investigations on 
men in “very sensitive” posi- 
tions. Investigators have too 
many men and women to look 
Into to do the rock bottom job 
they should on those in the most 
sensitive posts. 

More frequent spot checks 
throughout a man’s career if he 
is in a “hot” agency or a “sensi- 
tive” post. NSA has such checks, 
but there’s evidence that it 
hasn’t, in some cases at least, 
kept as close a tab on its men as 
it might have. 

More careful evaluation of 
what investigators find. The lie 
detector turned up some Iinter- 
esting “indications” about one of 
the two defectors. There's now 
@ question as to whether these 
“indications” were checked out 
as thoroughly as they might 
have been. 

There has been a tendency to 
pass off rather lightly some 
things that a man has done in 
his youth—if the rest of his re- 
cord looks good, On the basis of 
the Martin-Mitchell case some 
security officers fee] that some 
youthful follies ang experiments 
should be checked out more 
thoroughly to see if they are, in 
fact, over and done with. 

Some of these security men 
also believe that some method 


must be found to determine 
more accurately what a man- is 
thinking when he's being tested 
for loyalty. 
But these same men realize 
the dangers to a_ free society 
- presented by efforts to develop 
fool-proof security. One of them 
summed up the feeling this way: 
“How do we do this and afill 


not destroy the very thing we're 
trying to protect—our individual 
liberties?”

Give October 
Fishing a Trial 


There are two real fishing.sea- 
sons each year, during which an 
angler could easily,’catch plenty 
of good fish. These are spring 
and in October, and the month 
of October, I consider the best. 
So when I say October is the 
best fishing month by far, I 
have plenty of firsthand facts 
with which to back up my state- 
ment. 

If you want to get bass in 
October fishing, you must work 
your lure fairly deep and very 
slowly. “The bass are sluggish 
now, take a lure in slow-motion 
and they fight in slow-motion. 
No, they won’t give you much 
fight now or much sport — 
what they do give you is a very 
excellent chance to catch the 
largest bass of your lifetime. 

But walleyes and members of 
the pike family — pike, pickerel, 
muskellunge — are as active and 
fast as ever now; in fact, they 
maintain full activity under the 
ice all winter. And I'd say that 
your chances of getting a true 
monster of these species are, at 
least after about the middle of 
October, not less than 50 times 
better than in midsummer, and 
20 times better than in spring. 

The really large members of 
these species can be quite lacka- 
daisical about their feeding in 
spring, and they — especially 
the pike and muskies — seem 


to feed little indeed through the- 


midsummer months. And you 
can’t catch a fish when he’s not 
feeding. But for a short time in 
fall, the huge brute that had 
been. lying semi-dormant all 
summer, develops a tremendous 
appetite and starts ranging wide- 
ly, ready to dash after and de- 
vour about anything. 

Why does he do this, during 
one brief period of the year only? 
Of course, I don’t know for sure, 
but I think I can make a very 
good guess. Age-old_ instincts 
tells him that there are months 
of very slim pickings ahead, so 
he'd better put on all the weight 
he can if he’s to survive the 
winter. Just as all land animals 
put on all the weight they can 
to carry them through the win- 
ter, so must these fish. 

Why don't smaller fish of the 
same species do the same, or 
why does one catch so few small 
ones? That’s entirely too deep 
for me; I can’t even find an 
improbable guess to explain it. 
All 1 know is that, in a lifetime 
of almost constant fishing, I 


have, in the North, caught prob- . 


ably well over 90 per cent of 
my really big fish at this time 
of year, including all my very 
largest ones. 

The weather then? It may be 
chilly and sloppy sometimes, bat 
often it’s the very nicest of the 
year, clear and crisp, with little 
wind. And you'll have those 
glorious fall colours of the trees 
around the shore. You're more 
than likely to have the beauties 
of the lake (and undisturbed 
fishing) all to yourself. 

It’s impossible to deal separ- 
ately here with each district in 
the country. But it is possible 
to say outright that everywhere, 
for all species, October is much 
the best month in the year. Local 
exceptions are #0 few that 
they’re not worth mentioning. 

Nor have I space here to go 
into the matter of special lures, 
flies, and methods for fall. But 
you won't need to know about 
such things, for with the fish 
feeding so well, you're sure to 
do fine with most any lure or 
method, just so you stay out 
there and fish. However, if you 
want specific advice on fishing 
a certain spot, the best thing to 
do is to wait until you get there: 
Then you can easily find out, by 


a casual inquiry, what seems 
to be working best there at that 
particular time. 

So, take a try at fall fishing. 
Go out in October and try that 
“fished-out” lake near yur 
home — and try it hard, stay 


out there, even though you have 
(to wear fairly heavy clothes to 
be comfortable. You're practi- 
cally certdin to be due for the 
most pleasant fishing surprise of 
your life, with a very good 
chance to catch the fish — that 
big one you've always prized.
